with rapid-fire 
cannon 
reinforced 
already 
strong 
positions. 
Barbed wire underbrushed 
the forests, 
and beyond every

crest were entanglements to catch the 
advancing French unaware. All sorts 
of man-killing traps were set, one 
being a trick trench from first to sec­ 
ond line. 
Having lured the French 
into this the Germans disappear down 
an unsuspected offshoot and a hidden 
machine-gun mows down the French. 
The one antidote for this is a ter­ 
rific cannonade which literally turns 
the whole fighting front, for miles in 
both directions and miles back of the 


first lines, into a shamble from which 
nothing can escape. 
The guns must 
mow down 
f o r e s t s , 
level trenches, 
blow up turrets and smash entangle­ 
ments. 
The French 
in Champagne did a 
good job of it. 
For three days they

second outbreak was approximately 
($600,000. 
On this sum the Federal 
government will pay half. 
By an appropriation passed by the 
last 
legislature 
$200,000 was 
> et ! 
aside to 
meet any subsequent 
out- j 
break of the disease. 
This sum was 
appropriated between 
the fir> t and 
second outbreaks. 
The governor cut 
the sum in half. 
Though all infected herds in the 
state have been killed and the state is 
practically 
free from the 
disease, 
livestock officials 
will 
not 
lift the 
regulations in some places for several 
months as a precautionary measure. 
Should the present condition con­ 
tinue for several months all quaran­ 
tine regulations 
will 
he 
lifted and 
stock raisers will he free to ship their 
cattle to any 
point 
in 
the United 
States.
